M A U M E B T O W N S H I P , Sept. 3.—The 
BepubUcan press of the country ia 
very profnae in its denunciation of 
what it is pleated to term the aristo- 
cratic bearing of Gen. Hancock. They 
paint him as having no sympathy in 
common with hia fellowmen; in fact, 
a proud, cold, cynical and unapproach- 
able man. They say that he was 
educated at the expense of the gov- 
ernment; that his education is purely 
military, and is therefore incapable of 
discharging the duties that would 
devolve upon him as President of the 
United States. Now, let us see what 
truth there is in all this. The war 
gave birth to many illustrious names, 
both in civil and military life. Many 
men became eminent^ in the hour of 
our country's peril who, but for the 
incentive of lofty patriotism and de- 
termination never to live in a divided 
country, might now remain in the 
unrecognized obscurity of private life. 
Foremost in the galaxy of noble 
nf mes stands that of Gen. Hancock. 
And why noble? Simply because he 
gained the confidence of the nation in 
times that tried men's souls. How 
did he gain that confidence? By his 
devotion to the Union—by leading 
his men in battle, not by directing 
them where to go then standing back 
out of danger's way and see them get 
slaughtered by hundreds. 
Why was 
he almost idolized by the soldieis 
under his 
command? Because he 
never asked a man to go where he was 
afraid to lead. 
What general of the 
Union army, who, in the early days of 
the war,at the battle of Williamsburg, 
placed himself at the head of bis 
brigade of citizen soldiers, and shout- 
ing "Charge! gentlemen; charge!" 
led them up tbe steep ascent of Fort 
Magruder and drove the panic-stricken 
enemy out? What general, of all 
others in the Union army, recognized 
his volunteer soldiers a<s citizens or 
ganized on behalf of law and order, 
and not as mere regular machines? 
Gen. Hancock. Excepting Gen. Geo. 
B. McClellan, probably no officer in 
high command ever had more the 
confidence and love of his men than 
Gen. Hancock, and how was this ob- 
tained? Simply by a watchful care 
over them—a paternal interest in each 
man so far as sought for or required, 
a carefui supervision of their want» 
and an eye always to their comfort in 
camp and on the march; in faet, he 
was proud of the men under his 
command, proud of the splendid 
record they had made under his 
leadership, and the men were proud 
of him. They knew that when they 
needed a friend they had one, able 
and willing to 
help 
them, 
in 
their general. His presence could 
always be reached, and his ear was 
ever open to a compliment or in time 
of trouble his advice was freely given 
to the humblest private under bis 
command; and no inan ever applied 
to him for a favor—without it con- 
flicted with existing military orders— 
propose operations, but it was 


difficult point of international l a w - 
he is required to decide hastily with- 
eut advice or a collision might take 
place and two otherwise friendly na 
tions be involved in war. Hence, one 
of the branches taught at West Point 
ia international law. And thej are 
even required to study French as the 
language of diplomacy. In time of 
war an officer may be in command of 
an invading force—a town or city is 
reached—a battle fought, and the 
enemy routed. They retreat, and 
perhaps the civil authorities, panic 
stricken, go with them. A provisional 
government must be appointed and 
the officer himself temporarily assume 
the duties and responsibilities of a 
civil judge, and for this reason civil 
law is made a study at West Point. 
We are informed, on the best of 
authority, that 
General 
Hancock 
graduated with distinguished honor 
from a class noted for the proficiency 
and ability of its members. Therefore, 
we must accept it for granted that he 
passed a thorough examination in all 
those branches; besides, if any doubt 
existed, bis various public acts, gen- 
eral orders and letters since the war, 
place him in the front rank of 
American statesmen. We venture to 
assert, without fear of contradiction, 
that 
when General 
Hancock 
is 
inaugurated 
next 
March 
as he 
assuredly will be—his inaugural will 
mark tbe revival of the golden era 
of American statesmanship ; and the 
world will recognize in the constella 
tion of great names he will call 
around him, that the departure of 
Jackson, Webster, Everett and Clay 
from the field of American states- 
manship did not mark tbe decay of 
all that was grand in our government, 
but that they yet live in spirit if not 
in mortal body, to infuse new and 
pure llife into the counsels of tbe 
Republic they loved and help to 
make in the future, aa they aid in 
the past, a happy, 
peaceful and 
contented country.

Having re- 
viewed bis qualifications as a military 
leader, let us see what truth there ia 
in the charge that he is not a states- 
man. In the first place, he ia a grad- 
uate of West Point. Many persons 
suppose that all a West Point cadet is 
taught ia the art of war. Such, bow- 
ever, ia not the caae. Every graduate 
of West Point ia supposed to serve at 
least for a time as a subaltern in the 
V. S, Army. Hia first service may 
be in command of an isolated post on 
tbe frontier, many hundreds of miles 
from bis headquarters or civilization 
—the outposts Knd frontier forts of a 
foreign nation aie near at hand—»
